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BUDGET  MADE 


Appropriation  of  $778,750  Has  Been 
Asked  of  the  State  Leol9l«ture  for 
the  Next  Biennium  to  Cover  Ex¬ 
penses  and  New  Improvements. 


The  Maryville  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege  lias  asked  the  State  legislature 
for.an  appropriation  of  $778,760.00  tor 
the  next  two  years,  1926-1926.  Of  this 
amount,  $362,760.00  Is  asked  to  cover 
the  salaries  of  the  teachers  employed 
In  the  Institution.  This  amount  la  de¬ 
termined  by  multiplying  the  October 
1924  payroll  by  twenty-four  (months) 
which  amounts  to  $333,028.00.  To  this 
Is  added  the  amount  of  salary  paid 
teachers  employe  din  addition  to  the 
regular  faculty  In  the  summer  term 
1923— $9,174.98  and  in  the  summer 
term  1924— $7,336.06.  To  the  total  giv¬ 
en  must  be  added  the  amount  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  substitutes’  salaries  which  will 
be  paid  the  regular  faculty  members 
now  on  leaves  of  absence  from  June 
1,  1926  tb  January  1,  1927,  or  $3,116.66. 

The  second  Item  of  the  appropria¬ 
tion  asked  for  is  $15,000.00  to  cover 
student  labor.  The  student  labor  ap¬ 
propriation  made  by  the  general  as¬ 
sembly  for  1923-19,24  amounted  to  $10,- 
000.00.  This  amount  was  exhausted  in 
April  1924.  At  tlie  same  rate  the 
amount  required  for  twenty-four 
months  will  be  $16;000.00. 

The  amount  asked  for  rural  educa¬ 
tion  and  extension  was  $20,000.00.  This 
same,  amount  wa  sapproprlated  by  the 
, .  general  assembly  for  this  work  for  the 
Southwest :  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College  In  1921. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  college  to 
carry  put  the  development  of  demon¬ 
stration  teaching  in  each  of  the  nine¬ 
teen  counties  in  the  district. 

The  fourth  item  of  the  appropriation 
is  $20,000.00  for  the  library.  The  col¬ 
lege  .library  .greatiy  needs  to  he  im¬ 
proved,  to  come  up  to  the  standard  of 
the  other  Teachers  Colleges.  This  it¬ 
em  foi'-‘ the  dlbrary  Is  bused  on  tile  es¬ 
timates  of  the  American  Ijibra'ry  Asso- 
clalldn.i ; 

.  'The  appropriation  asks  for  $30,000 
for' fuel,  light  and  water  and,  $20,000 
for;  supplies  and  equipment  of  all  de- 
partments.  This  latter  amount  will 
care  for  the  laboratory  equipment  and 
.  supplies  for  all  departments  except 
the  library  and  the  department  of  ag¬ 
riculture. 

The;  amount  of  $20,000.00  was  ask¬ 
ed  for,  repairs  and'  general  improve' 
meats  on  buildings  and  campus.  This 
money  is  needed  to  grade  and  drain 
the  ground  for  the  hew  athletic  field 
j  and  for  general  repairs  on  our  pres¬ 
ent  Imilding.  , 

The  eighth  item  under  the  total  ap¬ 
propriation  is  $16,000.00  for  equipment 
of  the  new  gymnasium  building.  This 
would  furnish  the  seating  facilities, 
office  furniture  and  fixtures,  gymnas¬ 
ium  equipment  and  the  proper  fitting 
put  of  our  health  department. 

The  next  Item  calls  for  $16,000.00 
for  farm  buildings,  stock  and  farm 
equipment,  .ynder  present  conditions!  Mr.  Miller, 
the  live  stock  cannot  be  properly  car- 1  speaking  at  thj, 
ed  for  or  protected  unless  a  caretaker  f 
be  hired  who  could  be  located  con¬ 
veniently  near  the  barns  and  poultry 
houses.  Thiq  amount  of  the  appropria¬ 
tion  ^yo^l(l  cover  the  expenses  of  build- 
ihg:'ahd  equipping  a  care-taker’s  res¬ 
idence,  a  poultry  house  and  storage 
house  for  implements,  and  cars.  It 
would  likewise  cover  the  am9unt  re¬ 
quired  for  fencing,  additional  live¬ 
stock,  nursery  stock,  implements,  ma- 
■  chinery  and  laboratory. 

.’V  TJie  tenth  and  last  item  of  the  hp- 
proprlatlon  is  for  the  alterations  and 
repairs  of  present  buildings  and  for 
a  new  Training  School  and  amounts 
to  $270,000.00.  'I’his  item  is  divided  in 
to  three  parts.  The  first  asks  for  $40, 

000.00  for  a  new  boiler  and  enlarged 
power  house,  file  second  part  asks 
for  $30,000.00  for  the  alteratioii  of  the 
main  building.  The  amount  will  be 
used  in  making  the  old  gymnasium  in¬ 
to  a .  ne  wlibrary  and  the  former  11 
,,,  .Jiiarjr  into  classrooms  and  offices.  It 
.,',,’,,illf4wl^o’^ovef8  the  expense^nocossary 
/'Vf9r,»SUW,  firo  escapes,  a  ba‘lcony,  and 
correction  of  tit#  accoustice  of  the  aii 
dttori4in.  Tho  third  part  of  this  item 
providpa  for^  tho  building  of  a  new 
Training  Bohooi"  building  at  the  cost 
of  $200,000.

Dr.  Clough,  comes  not  to  he  super¬ 
sede  the  work  of  Coach  Lawrence  and 
Coach  Jones,  but  merely  to  supple¬ 
ment  their  work. 

The  following  item  concerning  Dr. 
Clough  is  taken  from  a  Columbia  write 
up.  “He  lias  lioen  at  the  University  of 
Missouri  since  September,  1923.  Here 
ho  has  been  successful,  as  tbi.s  year 
he  was  trainer  of  the  Missouri  Valley 
cbampioimhip  football  team.

New  Hampshire,  and  was  aw.arded  a 
M.  D.  degree  by  Maryland  College, 
College  Park,  Maryland.  .Dr.  Clough 
also  -took  a  post-graduate  course  for 
six  months  in  orthopedics,  and  was 
the  first  man  recommended  iiy  Wal¬ 
ter  Camp  for  physical  instructor  at 
aviation  fields., 

“Dr.  Clough  as  professor  and  physi¬ 
cal  trainer  held  positions  at  Baylor 
University,  Dallas,  ffexas.  University 
of.,  .Nevada,  Reno,  Nevada.  Ho  was 
physical  director  at  Washington  State 
College,  I’ullmnn,  Washington,  at  Port¬ 
land,  Oregon,  Athletic  Club,  at  Con¬ 
cordia  Club  ill  San  Francisco,  Cal.-,  and 
at  tlio  Jlnlt  Moliah  Club,  Portland, 
Oregon. 

“Dr.  Clough  was  track  coach  and 
trainer  nt  the  University ‘of  SouLliern 
California,  Los,  Angeles,  California, 
when  H.,  P.  Drew  held  the  century 
dash  record  there. 

“This  last  summer  lie  )vas  physical 
director  ac  the  Civilian  Military  'rrain,- 
lug  Camp  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kan 
sa.s.  He  is  active  in  tlie  Boy  Scout 
movement  and  takes  an  active  part  111 
i.lie  atfairs  ol  the  American  Legion. 

Clougli  played  liaUliack  posit- 
ho  attended  Darlmoutli  Uni. 
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The  1926  dehate  schcdiilo  tor  the 
NortliwcsL  Missouri  State  College,  ns 
announced  liy  Harry  A.  Afiller,  Instnie- 
tor  in  pnldic  speaking  at  tho  college 
and  coach  ot  llio.

Oxford,  the  “Alother  ot  Colleges,’’ 
our  Alma  Grandmater,  has  been  loved 
by  the  greatest  poets,  novelists,  and 
historians.  In  the  present  generation 
American  scholars  have  !  discovered 
the  universities’  merits.  The  first 
thing  that  impresses  a  student  is  the 
statelines  and  picturesqueness  of  the. 
buildings  and  campus.  ' 

A  close  relationship  exists  between 
the  professors  and  students.  The  pro¬ 
fessors  take  part  in  sports  with  the 
students.  Examination  questions  are 
made  by  a  committee  so  “Pull"  for- 'a 
good  grade  cannot  exist. 

Oxford  gives  men  a  chance  to  grow', 
or  to  disintegrate,  just  as  the  'studen'U 
chooses.  The  student  may  or  may  not 
attend  lectures  and  enter,  into  'all 
school  activities.  ,  . 

All  sports  are  entered  info  for  tHe , 
love  of  the  gan)e.  The  morning  ot  .a 
game  a  list  of  names  are  placed  oh  the  . 
bulletin  board.  It  for  any  reason  a; 
man  does  not  wish  "to  take  part  be  !. 
Bcratches  off  his- name.-  Biit  It  he '  Is 
asked  to  play  for  the  varsity  ih  a  trial 
match  he  has  received  'a  high  hojnpy 
and  there  is  no  scratching  of  names 
then.  Rowing  is  the  "serious  sport" 
at  Oxford.  You  either  row  or  don't 
row,  and  there  Is  no  scratching  of 
names  here. 

Cambridge  University  is  composed 
bt  eighteen  men’s  colleges  and .  two 
women’s  colleges.  All  ot  these  build--' 
ings  are  of  red  brick.  Unlike  most  col¬ 
leges  and  buildings  the  “backs”  of  ; the 
buildings  are  the  most  attractive.  The 
buildings  are  around  a  central  coprt 
using  the  old  conventional  style  oLliiR 
chitecture.  As  you  go  through  the  last 
court  you  come  out  into  the  op,e 
and  see  the  back  ot  the  college  with 
well-kept  lawns,  (lowers,  and  a  mean¬ 
dering  river,  with  trees  in  the  backf^ 
ground. 

College  life  Is  a  free,  easy  affair. 
The  student  may  get  as  much  or  ns 
little  as  he  chooses.  Only  three  rules 
are  made.  !, 

1.  Cpp  and  gown  must  be  worn  at’ 
lectures  and  after  dusk.  - 

2.  No  one  must  stay  out  of  rooms 
or  lodgings  after  midnight,  unless  by 
special  leave. 

3.  Hall,  or  Dinner  at  6:30  every 
evening  must  be  attended.
